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INTRODUCTION 


This report for the calendar year ending December 31, 1970, covers the operation of the Alberta Nursing 
Home Plan, operating under The Nursing Homes Act. 


The major purpose of The Nursing Home Plan is to provide personal care to those residents of Alberta 
who require this care, but due to varying circumstances, are unable to provide it for themselves. The institutional 
approach to this area of health care endeavors to attain the atmosphere of the home environment within the in- 
stitution where possible. In the compilation of this report certain indicators have been selected which will in- 
form operators of the progress made toward this goal and will disclose the areas where further progress can 
be attained. 


New beds under construction plus those in the planning stage as at December 31st, 1970 amount to 631. 
All of these will be under. the jurisdiction of district boards. 


There has been a marked increase in the utilization of nursing home facilities in Alberta in 1970 over the 
same period in 1969. The nursing homes days of care increased by 232,267 in 1970 over 1969—an increase of 
14%. This percentage increase is considerably higher than the 5.6% percentage increase in 1969. 


Variations still exist in the level of care provided by the various owners throughout the province. Owners 
have shown an increased awareness of the problems in the delivery of this type of care and are most co-opera- 
tive and receptive to ideas and suggestions for improvement in this regard. 


The Indices program initiated by Hospital Services Section, Department of Health has provided nursing 
home operators a comparison of their operation with that of the group within which they fall. This program 
accumulates the information received on monthly returns which are submitted by nursing homes quarterly. The 
information on the monthly returns enables Hospital Services Section to maintain an up-to-date data bank of 
statistical and financial figures and serves as a basis underlying the negotiation of the rate structure involved 
in the subsidy. Information is now provided to various nursing homes in Alberta from the indices data for the 
first quartile, median and third quartile in 1970 in order that each nursing home can assess their respective ex- 
penditure pattern. 


The total result of the operation of The Alberta Nursing Home Plan has been to provide the necessary 
personal care to Albertans requiring this care who are unable to care for themselves and to provide it in the 
most economical way. This annual report includes some of the detailed information which will substantiate 
these conclusions. 


2 HOSPITAL SERVICES SECTION 


1. ADMINISTRATIVE RESPONSIBILITY 


The responsibility for the administration of the 
Nursing Home Plan is shared by the Nursing Home 
District Boards and the Hospital Services Section of 
the Department of Health. 


A. Nursing Home District Boards 


The decision to bring local boards into active 
participation under the plan was based upon the prin- 
ciple that members of such boards are in a favourable 
position, as local residents, to assess district needs. 


In 1959, the province was divided into thirty-two 
potential auxiliary (long-term care) hospital districts 
as the initial step in the establishment of the prov- 
ince’s auxiliary hospital program. To avoid a prolifer- 
ation of boards, it was decided to utilize the same 
geographical divisions for the purpose of setting up 
nursing home districts. 


Eighteen of the thirty-two districts were formal- 
ly incorporated as auxiliary hospital districts under 
The Alberta Hospitals Act. The boards of these in- 
corporated auxiliary hospital districts were vested 
with the power to construct and operate auxiliary 
hospitals. The Nursing Homes Act which came into 
force in 1964 permitted these same boards to apply for 
the additional power to provide for nursing home 
facilities. All eighteen districts have done so and are 
now formally known as auxiliary hospital and nursing 
home districts. Since the passing of The Nursing 
Homes Act, twelve of the fourteen areas not incor- 
porated at that time as auxiliary hospital districts have 
been incorporated as nursing home districts. One of 
the twelve, formerly known as the Lacombe-Ponoka 
Nursing Home District No. 17, was subdivided in 
1967 into two separate districts now known as the La- 
combe Nursing Home District No. 17 and the Ponoka 
Nursing Home District No. 17A. As a result, there 
are now thirteen nursing home districts whose respec- 
tive boards are vested with the power to provide for 
nursing home facilities only. Edson District No. 25 
and Spirit River District No. 32 are the only districts 
not incorporated. 


The map included in this report shows the in- 
corporated districts with or without auxiliary hospitals 
and nursing homes and the non-incorporated districts 
at 3lst December, 1970. It should be noted that the 
effects of changes made in the boundaries of certain 
Improvement Districts in 1969 are not reflected on 
this map, which on the other hand shows the changes 
made in the boundaries of Hanna Nursing Home Dis- 
trict No. 12 and Coronation-Paintearth Nursing Home 
District No. 16. 


The incorporated nursing home districts are re- 
ferred to in the balance of this report as “districts”. 


The primary responsibility of the district boards 
under The Nursing Homes Act is to provide for nurs- 
ing home facilities. Every district board is therefore 
required to develop a nursing home program for the 
district which must be approved by the Minister of 
Health. Of the thirty-one districts which have 
authority to provide for nursing home facilities, twen- 
ty-five have nursing homes in operation, two have 
nursing homes under construction and two others are 
planning to start building during 1971. 


Table No. 27 in the appendix lists all districts 
and all nursing homes in operation or under con- 
struction at 3lst December, 1970. 


Under Section 8 of the Act, district boards have 
the power either to construct and operate nursing 
homes or to delegate the construction and operation 
to some other organization or person. The right to 
delegation, however, does not imply an abrogation of 
the district’s responsibility to ensure that nursing 
homes within their jurisdiction are providing adequate 
services. 


In June, 1967, a directive was issued to all dis- 
trict boards indicating that the provincial government 
was no longer “prepared to have further nursing 
homes owned and operated by private enterprise”. 
Since then nursing home projects have been approved 
only if they were to be owned and operated by district 
boards or by voluntary organizations. 


As a result of this directive, seventeen districts 
have become directly involved in the ownership and 
operation for nursing homes. As shown in Table 3, 14 
nursing homes with a total capacity of 871 beds are 
owned and operated by district boards at 3lst Decem- 
ber, 1970. Another 5 district-owned nursing homes 
with a total capacity of 266 beds are presently under 
construction and 3 others are in the planning stages. 


Responsibility if Nursing Homes Not Owned by 
District Boards 


Where a nursing home is not owned by the dis- 
trict board, the responsibilities of the district board in 
relation to the individual nursing home includes: 


(1) the approval of an application made to operate 
a nursing home in the district under The Nurs- 
ing Homes Act. The district board should obtain 
full particulars of ownership and sufficient in- 
formation about the applicant to assess such fac- 
fors as: 


( i) motivation and knowledge of nursing home 
care needs; 


(ii) whether the applicant has public confidence 
or support; 
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(iii) whether the applicant has sound financial 
backing; 


(iv) whether the applicant can provide qualified 
and trained personnel; 


( v) whether the applicant can assure continuity 
of operation with good business manage- 
ment; and 


(2) The Nursing Homes Act and Regulations as 
they apply to the district; and 


(3) under the powers indicated under Section 8 of 
the Act, the board should arrange for the hold- 
ing of regular meetings between the board and 
the contract nursing home. The main objective 
of these meetings would be the discussion of 
matters of mutual concern: 


( i) services in relation to district needs; 


(ii) relationships with the assessment commit- 
tees for the purpose of achieving effective 
co-ordination and proper utilization of nurs- 
ing home facilities within the area; 


(iii) relationships with local and district social 
agencies; 


(iv) visiting policies fostering continuing in- 
terest by relatives and friends; 


( v) arrangements for patients to visit, shop, at- 
tend church, and engage in social activities 
in the community; 


(vi) complaints received by the district board; 
and 


(vii) inspection reports by local and provincial 
authorities. 


Responsibility if Nursing Home Owned and Operated 
by District Board 


Where a district board elects to construct and 
operate a nursing home, its responsibilities parallel 
those of a hospital district board which owns and 
operates an auxiliary hospital. Section 6 of The Nurs- 
ing Homes Act applies under these circumstances. 


“Subject to this Act, an auxiliary hospital and 
nursing home district or a nursing home district 
is a hospital district within the meaning of The 
Alberta Hospitals Act and the board of the dis- 
trict has all the powers, rights, and responsibili- 
ties with respect to nursing homes that a district 
board has with respect to auxiliary hospitals 
under The Alberta Hospitals Act and Regula- 
tions, to the extent that they are applicable to 
nursing homes.” 


The district board, as a nursing home owner and 
operator will have the responsibilities prescribed for 
nursing home owners and operators under The Nurs- 
ing Homes Act and Regulations. 


B. Hospital Services Section 


The responsibility of the Hospital Services Sec- 
tion of the Department of Health in the administra- 
tion of the Nursing Home Plan consists of: 


(1) the administration of The Nursing Homes Act, 
The Nursing Home Plan Regulations and The 
Minimum Standards of Nursing Home Construc- 
tion included in the Regulations; 


(2) the detailed review and inspection of nursing 
homes in relation to the Minimum Standards of 
Construction prescribed by the Nursing Home 
Plan Regulations; 


(3) the determination and approval of standards of 
service in contract nursing homes; 


(4) the payment to contract nursing homes of the 
per diem amount specified in the Regulations; 


(5) inspection to ascertain that the standards of care 
are maintained in the contract nursing homes; 
and 


(6) the determination of the records to be kept and 
the reports to be made by the operators of the 
contract nursing homes. 


2. NURSING HOMES UNDER THE PLAN 


Table 1 shows the geographical distribution of 
nursing homes among the various districts which are 
also shown on the colour map included in this report. 
Table 27 (Appendix) provides a detailed list of con- 
tract nursing homes by district. 


It must be acknowledged from the outset that 
achievements made in Alberta with respect to pro- 
vision of nursing home facilities are due largely to 
the excellent co-operation of district boards and 
nursing home owners and operators. 


The Nursing Homes Act specifies that “during 
the first year after the establishment of the nursing 
home program of a district, the number of the con- 
tract nursing home beds in the district shall not ex- 
ceed approximately three for every one thousand of 
population in the district”. 


As shown in Table 1, several districts, whose 
programs have been in operation for more than one 
year, have had to provide more than three nursing 
home beds per one thousand of their respective popu- 
lations. 


Twenty-five out of a potential thirty-three dis- 
tricts had programs in operation at 3lst December, 
1970 and are providing a total of 5,295 beds which 
when related to the total population of the province 
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shows a ratio of 3.31 nursing home beds per one thou- 
sand of population. The 518 additional beds provided 
in 1970 is only slightly less than the 531 beds provided 
in 1969.

Eight new district-owned nursing homes pro- 
vided 409 beds or nearly 80% of the new beds which 
were placed in operation in 1970. Also, 5 existing 
nursing homes expanded their facilities to provide an 
additional 109 beds. 


Table 2 shows the expansion of the nursing 
home program since its establishment in 1964. 


Table 3 presents a comparative distribution of 
nursing homes and beds by ownership in 1968, 1969 
and 1970. The percentage decreases in nursing homes 
and beds owned and operated by private enterprise 
reflect the effect of the decision of government to 
restrict approvals for new nursing homes to non- 
private agencies. 


Table 4 shows a further distribution of nursing 
homes by location among 37 cities, towns and villages 
which reflects a considerable expansion since 1964 
when only 9 communities had nursing home facilities. 


3. SURVEY AND EVALUATION OF CARE 
PROGRAMS 


Following the analysis and review of the nursing 
home care survey held in October, 1969, a compre- 
hensive follow-up program was conducted throughout 
the province in 1970. The purpose of this program 
was to assess and review utilization of nursing home 
facilities in relation to the concept of nursing home 
care as defined under Alberta’s Nursing Homes Act. 


In this latter respect it was found necessary to 
clarify and accentuate the function of the contract 
nursing home as distinct from the functions of the 
senior citizens’ lodge and the auxiliary hospital. The 
following criteria were emphasized: 

(1) On the one hand, a contract nursing home must 
provide services which are not available in a 
senior citizens’ lodge whose function is merely 
to provide low cost housing and board facilities.

On the other hand, a contract nursing home is 
not a hospital and, as such, is not required to be 
staffed and equipped to provide hospital care. 


(2) 


(3) Even though registered nurses are on staff pri- 
marily to direct and supervise patient care pro- 
grams, a contract nursing home is expected to 
provide professional nursing care only as an 
adjunct to its primary function of providing 
nursing home or personal care. Personal care is 
a level of care which can be provided by nursing 
aides and attendants under the supervision of 


the nurse responsible for patient care. 


When the normal or regular care needs of a 
patient cannot be safely assigned to nursing 
personnel below the training level of a graduate 
nurse, the patient should not be admitted to, or 
retained in, a contract nursing home. 


As a direct result of this program, several re- 
visions were made to the 1969 survey form which was 
also reviewed and discussed with the Directors of 
Nursing in attendance at the annual Long Term Care 
Institute. The revised form was used in the annual 
survey conducted in all contract nursing homes on 
October 27, 1970. It was also decided to conduct a 
concurrent survey of the care program in all auxiliary 
hospitals on the same date. The survey form for 
auxiliary hospitals was an adaptation of the form 
originally designed for contract nursing homes. 


It is expected that the analysis and review of the 


findings of both surveys will assist in arriving at a 


better delineation of the functions of both types of 
institutions and will lead to the establishment of more 
clearly defined criteria of admission. This in turn 
should result in more effective utilization of our long 
term care facilities. 


As was the case in previous years, the survey 
form completed by nursing homes in 1970 was de- 
signed not only to obtain the statistics summarized in 
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Tables 10 to 24 in this report, but also to provide the 
nursing homes with a more accurate and comprehen- 
sive background of information to enable them to 
establish and develop better individualized care pro- 


grams for their patients. Accordingly, nursing homes 
were required to place and retain a copy of the survey 
form on each patient’s chart.

A general evaluation of care programs in Alber- 
ta’s contract nursing homes leads again to the con- 
clusion that while some were found deficient, 
considerable credit must be given to most nursing 
home staffs who, in spite of many difficult problems, 
have contributed immeasurably to the care and well 
being of their handicapped charges. 


Nursing home staffs continue to achieve a com- 
mendable degree of success in the establishment and 
development of reactivational programs geared to the 


the part of individual patients. The statistics in the 
following tables, which derive from the analysis of the 
annual survey, attest to the fact that patients are en- 
couraged to do as much for themselves as they can, as 
well as they can, and for as long as they can in such 
activities of daily living as dressing, bathing, feeding, 
toileting, positioning, and mobility. Remarkable cases 
of achievement to the point of actual rehabilitation 
have again been noted. 


Considerable consultation was provided partic- 
ularly to newly appointed Directors of Nursing with 
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respect to the establishment and development of care 
programs and to the establishment of record systems 
adapted to meet the particular needs of a nursing 
home. 


Consultation was also made available to District 
Boards, owners and architects in respect of nursing 
home facilities being planned. 


Because of the hazards involved, the following 
safety measures have been emphasized in several 
instances: 


(a) access to drug cupboards by graduate nurses 
only who should also be solely responsible for 
the preparation of medications; 


(b) necessity to keep drug cupboards locked; 


(c) necessity to keep rooms with bathing facilities 
locked when not in use; as a further precaution 
when feasible, to install thermostatic controls on 
all bathing facilities or as an alternative, par- 
ticularly, where these facilities adjoin private or 
semi-private rooms, to remove faucet handles or 
drainage plugs where it is considered unsafe to 
leave a patient unattended; 


(d) warning buzzers on all exits used by patients 
and the necessity to activate these systems dur- 
ing the evening and night shifts; and 


(e) the necessity for holding regular fire and evacu- 
ation drills of all staff and periodically under 
the supervision of the local fire departments. 


Continuing emphasis was placed on the estab- 
lishment and the on-going development of in-service 
training programs to promote better patient care 
through a greater understanding of patients’ needs on 
the part of staff without formal training. 


As in previous years, nursing homes were en- 
couraged to streamline their records while retaining 
information on patients’ medical, physical and mental 
conditions essentially significant in the establishment 
and development of comprehensive individual care 
programs. In most nursing homes the medical records 
have improved considerably particularly in the utili- 
zation of the Kardex filing system. Research is being 
carried out in the area of frequency and relevancy of 
recorded information to meet the needs of the nursing 
homes.

The total of 1,783,999 patient days in 1979 
shown in Table 5 represents an increase of nearly 15% 
over the 1,551,732 days of care provided in 1969. 


At January 1, 1970, the subsidy payable to con- 
tract nursing homes on behalf of eligible patients was 
$5.25 per patient per day and the co-insurance charge 
payable by eligible patients was $3.50 per day. On 
April 1, 1970, the subsidy was increased by 25 cents to 
$5.50 per day with no change in the co-insurance 
charge to eligible patients. In order to facilitate the 
transfer of patients between institutions, the amount 
of the subsidy effective November 1, 1970, was in- 
creased by 50 cents to $6.00 per day with a corres- 
ponding decrease in the co-insurance charge to $3.00 
per day. At the same time, an identical co-insurance 
rate was established for auxiliary hospital patients but 
it was chargeable only subsequent to the first 120 days 
of their hospitalization. Both co-insurance rates ap- 
proximate the charges made to residents of senior 
citizens homes. 


The 1,284,623 patient days subsidized by the 
Nursing Home Plan in 1970 represents an increase of 
159,613 days or 14.2% more than the 1,125,010 days 
covered in 1969. At the same time, the 475,114 days 
covered by the Department of Social Development 
(previously the Department of Welfare) in 1970 rep- 
resents an increase of 71,339 days or 17.6% more than 
the 403,775 days covered in 1969. 


However, the reduction of the co-insurance 
charge in contract nursing homes from $3.50 to $3.00 
per day, effective November 1, 1970, is expected to 
be reflected in a significant decrease in the number of 
patients requiring assistance from the Department of 
Social Development in 1971. 


Table 5 also shows that the 1970 percentages 
reflect little change when compared to 1969 percent- 
ages. 


Table 29 (Appendix) provides a detailed distri- 
bution for each nursing home.

Table 7 is based on statistics obtained from the 
annual survey of nursing homes conducted on October 
27, 1970. The table reflects the same trend as in 
previous years. The largest percentage of patients 
were admitted from their own homes, followed by 
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those referred from general hospitals. Less than 15% 
of all patients were transferred from auxiliary hos- 
pitals. Table 7 also shows that 7.6% of all patients 
were admitted from mental institutions which is an 
increase of 61% over the 243 such patients recorded 
in 1969.

Slightly less than two thirds of the discharges 
from nursing homes during 1970 represented transfers 
to general hospitals and only 6.5% of the total dis- 
charges represented referrals to auxiliary hospitals 
which is a clear indication that most patients are being 
transferred to hospitals for acute phases of illness. 
Discharges to private homes include visits and leaves 
of absence of more than 48 hours duration. Transfers 
to mental hospitals in 1970 representing 2.3% of all 
discharges showed an increase over the number of 
referrals made in 1969 and 1968.

TYPE OF ACCOMMODATION 


The distribution of patient days according to 
type of accommodation requested and paid for by 
patients is shown in Table 9. The 1970 percentages 
reflect little change in demand for preferred accom- 
modation as compared to previous years. There were 
23,936 more semi-private days in 1970 than in 1969 
and 16,212 more private room days. Detailed inform- 
ation for each nursing home is given in Table 29 (Ap- 
pendix). This table also reveals that patients who paid 
for semi-private and private rooms accommodation 
accounted for 23.2% of the total days in both Calgary 
and Edmonton nursing homes, 16.7% in nursing homes 
located in other cities and only 6.8% of the total days 
in nursing homes located in towns and villages.

The statistics presented in the following tables 
10 to 22 inclusively comprise data obtained from a 
survey conducted October 27, 1970, in all contract 
nursing homes. The total number of patients shown 
in these tables do not agree with the totals given in 
the other tables of this report which were compiled 
on a full year or year end basis. 


The special form used in the survey was de- 
signed not only to obtain data on the characteristics 
and care requirements of nursing home patients but 
also to provide nursing homes with the means for ob- 
taining and recording a more comprehensive back- 
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provides the basic information required to establish 
and develop effective individual patient care pro- 
grams. 


Table 10 shows the distribution of patients by 
year of admission to the nursing home in which they 
were residing at October 27, 1970, the date of the 
annual survey. This table, however, does not reflect 
the fact that 370 of these patients came from other 
nursing homes and the year of their first admission to 
a nursing home is therefore not indicated. The table 
shows that the majority of patients have resided in 
their present nursing homes for more than one year 
and nearly 1,500 patients or approximately 30% for 
3 years or more.

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Table 11 shows a distribution of patients surveyed 
by age, sex and marital status. Nearly 85% of all 
patients in the nursing homes are in the 70 years of 
age and over group with the largest percentage in the 
80 to 89 group. The ratio of males to females is the 
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same as recorded in 1969. This table also shows that 
62.1% of all patients surveyed were widowed and that 
there were 2,394 widows as compared to 807 widow- 
ers. On the other hand, there were 662 single males 
as compared to 277 single females.

Mental and Physical Conditions of Patients 


The function of a contract nursing home is to 
provide supervision and assistance to its patients in 
meeting their personal care needs. At the same time, 
nursing home staff are expected to help patients 
achieve their full potential for self care or indepen- 
dence. The need for and the extent of the supervision 
and personal care required in any one case are deter- 
mined by the mental and physical condition of the 
individual patient. Tables 12 to 15 inclusively, as- 
sembled from data obtained from the-survey con- 
ducted on October 27, 1970, illustrate these conditions. 


A. Mental and Behaviour Status of Patients 


Many patients are admitted to nursing homes 
because their physical or mental condition has deteri- 
orated to the point that it is impossible for them to 
live by themselves or with their families. They may 
also be handicapped by emotional and behavioural 
disturbances which further complicate their condition. 


Nursing homes must, therefore, adapt their care 
programs to the physical, mental and behavioural 
capacities of each patient to perform the ordinary 
activities of daily living. Accordingly, the care pro- 
gram for a patient with severe physical limitations 
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but with no significant emotional or behavioural 
problems will not be the same as for the patient hav- 
ing minimal physical impairment but requiring maxi- 
mum supervision for personal safety and it will not be 
as comprehensive as in the extreme case requiring 
total nursing care and supervision because of severe 
physical disability complicated by substantial impair- 
ment of mental and behavioural capacity. 


The four groups employed in the tables were 
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selected on the basis of a comparable distribution of 
nursing home beds among the cities of Calgary and 
Edmonton, all other cities and all the towns in which 
nursing homes are located. It should be noted that 
the Edmonton group does not include all nursing 
homes within the boundaries of the Edmonton and 
Rural Auxiliary Hospital and Nursing Home District 
No. 24 but only those located in the City of Edmon- 
ton.

Table 12 indicates that more than 56% of all 
patients as assessed by the Directors of Nursing 
showed some degree of confusion or forgetfulness. 
This ratio is identical to the percentage reported in 
1969. Most patients in this classification are the so- 
called “senile” patients who are not psychotic and 
show no symptoms which might cause them to be a 
danger to themselves or others. They include a signi- 
ficant number with minimal physical disabilities but 
who require protective living arrangements and super- 
vision to prevent them from wandering, to keep them 
clean and properly dressed and to protect the degree 
of health they still have. The 441 patients classified as 
psychotic would include to a large extent those who 
have been stabilized following extended treatments in 
a mental hospital andw ould not include patients with 
acute forms of psychosis who are referred to hospitals 
for treatment. The 441 patients in this classification 
indicates an increase of nearly 100% over the 224 
patients classified as psychotic in 1969. 


Table 12 also provides a classification of pa- 
tients on the basis of behaviour and were classified by 
the Directors of Nursing in the category which best 
describe their individual behaviour or predominant 
mood. 


B. Physical Condition of Patients 


_ Tables 13 to 15 illustrate the physical condition 
of patients in contract nursing homes at October 27, 
1970. 


Table 13 provides an analysis of ability and im- 
pairment with respect to the senses of sight and hear- 
ing and the faculties of speech and understanding. 
Nearly 7% of all patients were further handicapped 
because they could not speak of were unable to com- 
municate adequately because no other patient or staff 
could speak their language. Nearly 85% of all pa- 
tients wear dentures or have no teeth, which means 
that about 15% still have their own teeth. 


Table 14 shows the extent of impairment par- 
ticularly in the lower limbs. In comparison to 1969, 
the patients survey reveals an increase of approxi- 
mately 5% in the number of patients who have normal 
use of their limbs. 


8. SERVICES AND TREATMENT REQUIRED 
The preceding section dealt with the character- 
istics identifying the mental, physical and sociological 
factors which affect the amount of personal assistance 
and supervision required by nursing home patients. 


The first part of this section presents a classifi- 
cation of the assistance required by patients in the 
activities of daily living and the second part lists the 
services and treatment which nursing homes must also 
provide to maintain the health of their patients and 
to prevent deterioration in so far as it is possible to 
do so. '

Tables 15 to 18 illustrate the personal care needs 
of nursing home patients. 


The walking status or the degree of mobility of 
patients is shown in Table 15 which also shows the 
number and percentage of patients on the basis of 
ability to transfer to or from sitting and standing posi- 
tions and the ratio of those requiring assistance in and 
out of bed. 


While a large majority of the patients were 
able to walk, over one third of the “walkers” required 
walking aids such as canes of crutches or required 
staff assistance; nearly 18% of all patients were mobile 
in wheelchairs of whom half were able to use them 
unassisted. This table also points out some of the 
major impediments to a more active life on the part of 
the elderly. Less than 50% of all patients can get 
around without the use of a walking aid, wheelchairs 
or staff assistance. 


The majority of patients were able to make the 
specific positional transfers unassisted. 


400 patients require the ordinary type of re- 
straint to keep them from slipping or falling off 
chairs. 


The 1970 survey showed a decrease in num- 
bers and percentages of patients participating in 
group exercises and range of joint motion exercises. 


The efforts of nursing home staff to get patients 
out of bed and dressed in their own personal “day” 
clothes are reflected in that only 27 patients or less 
than 1% of all patients are confined to bed all the 
time. 


The number of bedfast patients reported in 1970 
reflects a continuing reduction when compared to the 
40 bed fast patients reported in 1968 and the 265 pa- 
tients classified as bed ridden in 1964.

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The number and percentage of patients requir- 
ing assistance to meet their daily and weekly hygienic 
needs are shown in Table 16. 

Because of the hazard involved, most nursing 
homes have adopted a policy in assisting most if not 
all patients into and out of the bathtub regardless of 
their physical condition. This accounts for the high 
percentage of patients classified as requiring assis- 


tance or supervision in this function. Less than 10% of 
all patients take shower baths, partly because many 
patients prefer the tub bath which is familiar to them 
and partly because the nursing home does not supply 
this facility. Most nursing homes rarely find it ne- 
cessary to give bed baths and notwithstanding the 
extra effort involved, prefer to provide a more bene- 
ficial tub bath.

Table 17 shows nearly 24% of all patients 
requiring varying degrees of supervision and assis- 
tance in feeding and 273 or 5.3% required complete 
assistance to be fed. The percentage of patients re- 
quiring this type of assistance in 1970 was approxi- 
mately the same as in 1969. Over 76% of all patients 
fed themselves independently. 


There has been a 5% reduction in the percentage 
of patients receiving tray service in their rooms and a 
corresponding increase in lounges utilized for this 
purpose. 


Once again the analysis of the returns in re- 
spect to utilization of dining rooms reveals a siguifi- 
cant difference between nursing homes established 
since 1964 and those which pre-existed Alberta’s 
Nursing Home Plan. The percentage of utilization of 
dining rooms varied from a high of 98% in a nursing 
home established since 1964 to a low of 28% in a 
nursing home which has been in operation for several 
years. 


The main reasons for low utilization of these 
facilities are the inadequacy of some dining rooms to 
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accommodate all patients able to eat out of their 
room; reluctance on the part of certain operators to 
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certain patients, who, often at their own request, wish 
to eat alone because of poor eating habits resulting

More than 42% of all patients were served 
special diets as at October 27, 1970, as compared to 
more than 38% in 1969.

over 72% of all patients use the toilet facilities without 
assistance being required. Only 158 patients or about 
3% of all patients required bedpan service which is an 
indication of improved facilities and care programs in 
our nursing homes today. Table 18 also points out that 
very few patients requiring catheterization are ad- 
mitted to nursing homes. 


As indicated in Table 18 about 27% of all 
patients are incontinent to some degree. 15% of all 
patients are on a toilet-training program, the purpose 
of which is to prevent or minimize incontinence inso- 
far as it is possible to do so. Over 90% of all patients 
use the regular toilet facility. As shown in Table 15

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One of the main purposes of the diversional and 
recreational activities program in a nursing home is 
to overcome inactivity and boredom, prime causes of 


physical and mental deterioration. The greatest and 
most difficult challenge to nursing home staff is to 
instigate the motivation and stimulation required to 
bring about the involvement of elderly handicapped 
patients in the program. 


Table 19 shows that the majority of patients 


TABLE 19; 
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participate in both group and individual activities. 
However, a significantly large number of patients do 
not participate in the diversional and recreational pro- 
gress organized by the nursing home. These patients 
to a large extent have no interest or actually refuse to 
participate. 


Table 19 also shows the extent of visiting by 
relatives and friends.. The number and percentage of 
patients not visited has increased from the 335 
or 7.6% of all patients so reported in 1969.

Oral Medications and Injections 


Table 20 lists the number of patients receiving 
oral medications and the frequency of drugs being 
given. While ]4.5% of all patients were receiving no 
medications or p.r.n. drugs only, it is of interest to 
note that 49.6% of all patients were receiving drug 
therapy three times daily or more often. 


Table 20 also indicates that a total of 16,191 
medications were prescribed, which is an average of 
three medications per patient. The extent of drug ad- 
ministration is an indication of the need for continu- 
ous medical and nursing supervision required by 
patients in nursing homes. 


This table indicates that 84 patients or 1.6% 
required narcotics regularly and 197 or 3.8% were 


given Demerol, Codeine, etc., occasionally when 
necessary. In nursing homes, injectable narcotics are 
normally given on a p.r.n. basis as emergency treat- 
ment prior to transfer of a patient to a hospital. Some 
nursing homes provide regular administration of in- 
jectable narcotics for terminally ill patients when hos- 
pitalization is not indicated and the patient may be 
cared for adequately in the nursing home. 


Table 20 also shows an increase in the use of 
Frosst 292 and 282. The survey conducted in 1969 
indicated that 96 patients or 2.2% required this drug 
whereas the 1970 survey illustrates that 393 patients 
or 7.6% were receiving Frosst 292 or 282. 


This table also shows that 1,789 patients or 
34.7% were given medications to induce sleep. This is 
a 2.7% decrease over 1969 where 1,644 patients or 
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37.4% were receiving sedatives or hypnotics at bed- 
time. It is of interest to note that 372 or 7.2% of 
patients were given liquor as a substitute for hyp- 
notics at bedtime. 


behavioural symptoms that appear in elderly persons 
can be attributed more to psychological causes than 
to organic brain disease. As a result of institutional- 
ization the patient becomes less and less involved with 
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the world :around him and more and more concerned 
with himself and his immediate environment. These 
changes arise, not so much because of brain damage 
or deterioration as because the environment ceases to 
attract or stimulate him. It is the nurse’s responsibility 
to frequently assess the emotional and physical status 
of patients and report to the doctor any change which 
may require an adjustment in drug therapy. 


The 1970 survey also indicates that 1,934 or 
37.5% of all patients are receiving tranquilizers. 


Drug therapy is often necessary in the treat- 
ment of psychological and organic brain disorders 
often associated with the elderly. Many of the

Table 21 shows that vital signs are usually taken 
on a p.r.n. basis as the necessity for such procedures 
in a nursing home does not carry the significance that 
applies in a hospital. 


Blood Pressure 


The necessity for taking routine blood pressure 
is often determined by the administration of certain 
pharmaceuticals such as hypertensors, diuretics and 
tranquilizers which have the effect of lowering the 
blood pressure. Nurses accordingly have found it 
necessary as a precautionary measure to check the 
blood pressure periodically before the administration 
of certain drugs. 


Pulse 


The higher incidence of daily pulse is due 
mainly to the administration of digitalis preparations 


receive this drug for lengthy periods, such a precau- 
tionary measure becomes necessary for the early 
detection of the toxic symptoms and for discontinu- 
ance of the drug where indicated. 


Special Care 


Table 22 indicates a variety of special services 
are provided in nursing homes. A total of 524 
patients or 10.2% required eye care to alleviate irrita- 
tion and tearing which occurs as a result of a decrease 
in conjunctional secretions in the elderly. 


Because the skin of older patients is thin, deli- 
cate and sensitive to trauma and pressure, extra care 
and supervision is required. The 1970 survey indicates 


that 1,271 patients were receiving special nursing care 
of the skin.

Foot care was being given to 1,436 or 27.9% of 
patients which is an indication of complications asso- 
ciated with impaired circulation in the aged. 


Decubitus ulcers usually occur in the elderly, 
undernourished, bedridden patient. The treatment 


and healing of such ulcers requires good nursing care 
and attention. Adequate nutrition, cleanliness, care of 
pressure -areas and prevention of skin irritation are 
recommended not only in the treatment but also in 
the prevention of decubitus ulcers. In 1970, 51 pa- 
tients were receiving treatment of decubitus ulcers.

Table 23 shows that few laboratory tests are 
required for patients in nursing homes. Since the 
nursing homes are not equipped or staffed to provide 
diagnostic services, the majority of specimens, with 
the exception of diabetic urines are sent to the local 
hospital or other laboratory centres for analysis. Nurs- 
ing homes arrange for laboratory tests as ordered by 
the attending physician. 


Diabetic Care 


Table 24 indicates the special care provided for 
diabetics. Daily injections of insulin were being ad- 


ministered to 165 patients whereas 361 diabetics 
were receiving oral hydroglycemic agents such as 
Mobenal, Orinase, etc. In the elderly, diabetic, special 
care of the feet is important as circulatory difficulties 
of the lower extremities often occur. Only those dia- 
betics with stabilized conditions are admissible to 
nursing homes. Because nursing homes are not 
staffed or equipped to provide active treatment, 
brittle diabetics requiring frequent insulin adjust- 
ments and strict diet control are referred to a hospital 
rather than a nursing home. Occasional hospitaliza- 
tion is also necessary for nursing home patients whose 
diabetic conditions react to the point of requiring 
stabilization.

A classification of staff employed in nursing 
homes at the end of 1970 is provided in Table 25. The 
details for individual institutions are given in Table 
32 (Appendix). 


The percentage distribution of staff in the nurs- 
ing homes has shown very little change when com- 
pared to previous years. 


The ratio of total staff to total patients in 1970 
is the same as it was in 1969. When the part-time per- 
sonnel are equated into full-time at the rate of two to 
one and excluding the staff and patients of the Ed- 
monton Veterans Home, there are the equivalent of 
2,241 full-time staff looking after a total of 5,015 
patients. This is a ratio of 44.6 staff for every 100 


son, the ratio in auxiliary hospitals is 1 staff for every 
1.1 patients. 


The same formula applied to nursing staff only 
reveals that with an equivalent of 1,289 full-time 
nursing staff there is a ratio of 25.7 nursing staff for 
every 100 patients or 1 nursing staff for every 3.8 
patients. The ratio in auxiliary hospitals is 1 nursing 
staff for every 1.7 patients.
